Invented Check Paper 
Mr. Smith is the research chief 
af the Todd Co., in Rochester, N. 
Y. He is the inventor of the check 
paper which breaks out in a rash 
af “void!” signs if you try to al­ 
ter it, and is currently perfecting 
a similar paper with a sound track 
in it, which will scream “forged!’- 
to a routine test for tampering. 
In World Wars I 
and 
II, 
Mr. 
Smith perfected papers with hid­ 
den, cryptic seals that couldn't be 
duplicated. They were used 
in 
identification cards for the 
mili­ 
tary, as well as for valued 
civil­ 
ians, our own spies 
and 
under­ 
ground workers. He produced 
15 
million ID cards in the last thing. 
Just to be on the sate side, he has 
worked out some new wrinkles in 
this sort of non-duplicatable 
cre­ 
dential. He showed me some hair­ 
raising stuff I’m not supposed 
to 
talk about. 
During the w ar and peace, Mr. 
Smith’s wise old head has been a

High Court Backs 
U p 
Detroit Family 


Detroit CD—An 
eviction 
battle 
that lasted more than four 
years 
was at 
an 
end 
with 
a 
United 
States supreme court decision 
in 
favor of Orsel D. Mc Ghee and his 
family. 
McGhee, a Negro, lives 
in 
an 
eight-room frame house on 
west 
side Detroit. 
His is the only Negro family in 
the block, although there is a Ne­ 
gro section a block away. McGhee 
battled through circuit and 
state 
courts for the right to stay in his 
home in defiance of 
a 
property 
owner’s Written agreement to ad ­ 
mit only Caucasions to the neigh­ 
borhood. 
Both upheld McGhee’s eviction, 
but the supreme 
court 
reversed 
those decisions yesterday. 
The 47-year-old 
Detroit 
Free 
Press building 
maintenance em ­ 
ploye said the high court 
ruling 
made him “mighty happy.” 
“We have a 
nice little home 
here and we didn’t w ant to 
lose 
it,” he explained. “We’ve tried to 
be good neighbors and good citi­ 
zens. If the neighbors 
don’t 
like 
us we can’t help it.” 
McGhee said he and 
his 
wife 
and son, 
20-year-old 
Orsel, 
jr., 
moved in in November, 1943, a few 
months after Detroit’s race 
riots. 
The younger McGhee is a student 
at Highland Park Junior 
college 
and a second son, Reginald, 21, is 
in military service, 
stationed 
in 
Texas. 
There was no comment on the 
ruling from Benjamin J. Sipes, 
a 
neighbor who started the eviction 
suit against the McGhee family. 
The 
supreme 
court 
decision 
held such contracts among proper­ 
ty owners could exist legally, but 
stipulated that if any signer vio­ 
lated its terms 
by 
selling 
to 
a 
member of a minority group 
the 
courts could not deny 'occupancy 
to the new owner. 
Director George 
Schermer 
of 
Detroit’s 
Interracial 
committee 
called 
the 
decision 
“wholesome 
and sound,” but 
pointed 
out 
it 
might mean the “temporary em er­ 
gence of some lawless activity.” 
“We do not think that such ac­ 
tivity will be long-lasting or seri­ 
ous in its proportions,” he added.

Berkely, Calif., (JP)— A $9,000,- 
000 cyclotron which may be the 
ultimate tool for solving the mys­ 
teries of atomic energy w ill be 
built at the University of Califor­ 
nia with government money. 
It w ill be

diameter 
which w ill whip atomic bullets 
around its course until they reach 
speeds exceeding 60.000 
miles 
a 
second. These speeds

mesons, which are mighty little j 
packets of energy and matter and | 
which apparently are the key to j 
the deepest secret of nuclear en- j 
ergy.

A House Armed Services sub­ 
committee 
recommended

forces’ retirement programs. 
The group, headed by Rep. E l­ 
ston (R-O hio) began its study last 
December aftei a Senate commit­ 
tee’s investigation of Ma.i. Gen. 
Bennett E. Meyers, 
former 
air 
force purchasing officer. 
Meyers, who had been retired 
with a $550 a month 
disability 
pension, later was convicted 
of 
persuading a business associate to 
lie to the Senate committee about 
their wartim e business deals.

was sentenced to a 20 months’ to 
five years’ prison term. 
The Elston report said:
